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Manager’s Tenure 


Again In Doubt

J. Maynard Austin will be acting town 
manager as of Friday, and his tenure in 
question. 

The selectmen, meeting Tuesday night 
at the Water Treatment Plant spent four 
hours reviewing the manager’s tenure and 
failed to unanimously conform to a state- 
ment issued in April which said that 
Austin would be continued on for another 
two years. 

Selectmen Chairman Susan T. Poore, 
Richard J. Bowen and Philip Salamone 
said after the session Tuesday night, that 
Austin would be informed of the board’s 
decisions and proposals, based on ‘“‘legal 
problems which have arisen.”’ It is believ- 
ed the legal problems center on whether 
the board can appoint a manager for any 
period other than a five year term, accor- 
ding to dictates of the charter. 

Austin said Wednesday he would not 
have any comment until such time as he 
had seen the formal statement issued by 
the selectmen to him and had time to 
digest it.

It is believed that the majority of the 
board wishes him to continue as an acting 
or temporary manager. 

A vote taken at the meeting on Tuesday 
night to formally extend Austin’s appoint- 
ment for another two years, following 
through on their announced intention in 
Ajpril, was defeated three to two. 

Selectman Edward M. Harris and 
Albert Cole, the two members elected in 
March favored the extension, the three 
other members opposed. 

Austin is reported to have been 
agreeable to a two-year extension prior to 
the April announcement. 

There was.also a vote, four te one to 
offer the manager a temporary or acting 
manager position. Harris opposed this 
based on the April committment. 

Selectmen Bowen said that the legal 
matter had arisen within the past week. 
The legality centers on whether the board 
can appoint for anything other than a five

year term. 

The previous board of selectmen had ex- 
tended Austin’s initial five year contract 
for three years, the term expiring, Sept. 2. 
In January that board announced its in- 
tent, four to one, Bowen opposed, not to 
extend Austin’s tenure beyond the Sept. 2 
deadline. 

Since that time, the board membership 
has changed, with Harris and Cole being 
elected in March based on their intent to 
retain Austin as manager during the cam- 
paign. Resignation of Allan F. French, in 
April, following the election, left the 
remaining members of the board in the 
position of electing another selectmen and 
chose Philip Salamone. 

In late April, the four members of the 
board, Harris, Cole, Poore and Bowen, an- 
nounced that they would extend the 
manager’s tenure, releasing the following 
statement: 

We accept fully our responsibility as the 
sole judges of the fitness of the town 
manager to continue in office, accountable 
always to the voters of Andover for our ac- 
tions. It is the unanimous opinion of the 
Board of Selectmen that the term of the 
present Town Manager be extended as of 
September 2, 1977 for an additional two 
years in order to make his present term 
conform with the five-year term called for 
by the Town Charter. 

The statement also noted the problems 
inherent in the charter provision calling 
for a five year contract and said the 
matter would be reviewed in the next 
three to six months, with an eye toward 
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removing a time element. 

As for the extention of the manager’s 
tenure for another two years, a legal opi- 
nion was sought by a member of the board, 
and it was determined that such action 
could be taken and Austin continued in of- 
fice. 

But only the two members who were 
elected in March, and who sought the legal 
opinion, reportedly, supported that move. 

The temporary nature of the appoint- 
ment as of tomorrow, casts a cloud over 
the manager’s position. 

There was indication that at the Tues- 
day night meeting, there had been a move 
to offer Austin the job ‘‘temporarily.’’ The 
provision included the possibility of seek- 
ing candidates for the post in the interim. 
This did not gain favor among the majori- 
ty. 

Selectmen Bowen said after the session 
Tuesday night that Austin had been in- 
formed of the board’s action as well as the 
willingness of the board to sit with him 
and discuss the matter if he so requested. 

As matters stand at the moment, after 
tomorrow Austin will be the town’s acting 
manager, with full powers and respon- 
sibilities, but a future somewhat in doubt, 
pending the formal proposal to be review- 
ed by him later Wednesday. 

The legal complexities of appointment 
duration may or may not be a factor, but 
the April decision announced by the board 
seems to have been altered at this point.

Glass containers are now 
flowing in quantity and on 
schedule from the new 
plant of Owens-Illinois, 
Inc., at Volney, N. Y., near 
Syracuse. 

The new plant, which has 
a capacity of 700 million 
beer and beverage bottles 
annually, can produce both 
flint, or clear, and amber 
glass containers. Two new 
breweries in the area will 
be its major customers. 

The 360,000-square-foot 
plant on a 100-acre site was 
designed and constructed 
for Owens-Illinois by the 
Boston office of United 
Engineers & Constructors, 
Inc., a subsidiary of 
Raytheon Company. 

A computerized system 
controls the gathering, 
weighing, and mixing of 
raw materials in the 3,500- 
ton batch house. From 
there, the basic ingredients 
automatically go to the 
plant’s three 300-ton glass 
melting furnaces which 
deliver molten glass at 2700 
degrees F. to six high- 
productivity bottle forming 
machines. Automatic in- 
spection and packaging 
equipment is utilized 
throughout the highly 
automated plant. 

Recycling facilities have 
been made a key part of 
the new facility. Bottles, 
sorted for color and

The new combined program has five 
phases or ‘‘Worlds’’: World of Well-Being, 
World of People, World of Today and 
Tomorrow, World of the Arts and World of 
the Out-of-Doors.

Portmeirion

Most schedules are of necessity bland 
affairs. Ours indicated an overnight stay 
at Portmeirion which we assumed was a 
hotel. It is that and much more. It is a 
whole village of surprises. Leaving 
Aberysthwyth along A496 we crossed into 
Northern Wales and Snowdonia National 
Park, a vast area. In the late afternoon we 
arrived on a heavily wooded peninsula and 
began to see pastel colored buildings and 
signs of activity. Debussing, we were 
handed our room assignment in the Har- 
bour Hotel. Many of our travelling com- 
panions were assigned self-contained cot- 
tages scattered about the village. 

Situated on an estuary called Traeth 
Bach which opens to Cardigan Bay and the 
Irish Sea, Portmeirion is the dream 
realization of the highly esteemed English 
architect, Sir. Clough Williams-Ellis. Here 
he has created an Italianate village 
resembling Portofino or Sorrento in a 
landscape of sea and mountains. 
Commenced in the early twenties at the 
close of World War I, it consists of, among 
other features, stately halls and mansions 
resurected or dismantled at far away 
sites, moved piece by numbered pieceand 
reerected as the architect’s fancy dic- 
tated. Yes, there was a master plan but 
time and circumstance seem to have 
necessitated adjustments and com- 
promises. Elaborate and fragile wrought 
masonry pieces were transported hun- 
dreds of miles and reassembled.The whole 
is a testimonial to high masonic craft. 
Architectural masterpieces, damaged or 
time-worn and in some cases scheduled 
for demolition were salvaged and fitted 
into the great jig-saw puzzle that kept 
Williams-Ellis adjusting and connecting 
toward his uninhibited dream. 
Portmeirion has been charged with being 
a ‘Home for Fallen Buildings’ and even a

folly yet it provokes what one writer said 
expressed his reaction; ’’...something 
between a scoff, a gasp and ecstacy.’’ 
The ecstatic melange is a conglomora- 
tion of clapboard shops and cottages 
around a little courtyard. High above is a 
large Florentine dome. The Town Hall (in 
name only, it serves no governmental fun- 
tion ) is Jacobean. The eighteenth century 
Colonnade was moved here stone by stone 
in 1959.

Railway 


American railroad buffs can have a field 
day in Wales. The Welsh advertise it as the 
land of the ‘‘Great Little Trains’. We 
know of five lines, there are probably 
more, and they are fun. 

The Festinoig Choo-Choo became our 
pet name for this little train. Actually it is 
the Festinoig Narrow Gauge Railroad and 
it has a long history. 

Our special train was waiting for us 
when we arrived on the platform at Minf- 
fordd station. Greeting us was the station 
master who knows his trains. He asked us 
how the Edaville railroad was doing and 
he spoke knowledgeably about the 
Durango railroad in Colorado. He even 
knew about the long defunct Lynn narrow 
gauge line. 

‘‘What a darling little train’, said our 
ladies. The rolling stock is superbly main- 
tained and includes buffet and observation 
cars with panoramic windows. The paint 
is bright and the windows are clean and 
the seating is very comfortable. Our 
locomotive, its,nameplate brightly an- 
nouncing was the ‘‘Blanche’’. All the 
engines have names, all seven of them. It

gleamed in the sun. The steam dome and 
all other brass fixtures sparkled and 
tender loving care was evident in every 
aspect of maintenance. And the rails, only 
one foot 11% inches apart. The 
locomotives are now all oil fired. 

The history of the train dates back to the 
beginning of the 19th century and it came 
into being to accomodate the needs of 
slate mining, a big industry then. 
Porthmadog is the water terminus and the 
line today runs up as far as Dduallt, 9% 
miles away. It will reach Blaenau 
Festinoig, another 6 miles, when work 
now in progress is completed. That will 
reestablish the run as it was originally. 
Earliest engineering in the 1830s laid out a 
continuous gradient so that loaded wagons 
of slate could run down from the quarries 
to Porthmadog and waiting vessels. 
Horses, which pulled the empties back up 
rode down on the back of the gravity 
trains. The first steam engines went into 
service in 1863 with passenger service 
following two years later. As the tempo of 
freight and passenger traffic increased, 
more locomotives and carriages were add- 
ed and the line attained its hey-day in 1870.

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line began to decline but people provided a 
saving grace. Fresh traffic in the form of 
the holiday-bound using the Festinoig as 
part of tours into Northern Wales. Tourist 
traffic attained a 55,000 figure in 1934 but 
reverses led to steady passenger decline 
and no further trains ran after September 
1939. Throughout the war slate trains ran 
as required but after the war, without 
money to rehabilitate the line, it was clos- 
ed in August, 1946. Deterioration set in. 

In 1951 a group formed the basis for the 
present Festinoig Railway Society, a 
voluntary supporting organization. The 
proposition was and is a ‘‘do-it-yourself”’ 
railroad. During the winter of 1954/55 
volunteers, working mostly on week-ends 
toiled on the right of way and apprentices 
began working on the engines and rolling 
stock longin disrepair in their abandon- 
ment. 

Service recommenced in July 1955 and 
by the end of 1956 22,000 passengers had 
been carried from Porthmadog to Boston 
Lodge and later as far as Minffordd. Work 
has continued and the line now has reach- 
ed Dduallt. It hopes to reach its upper 
limit at Blaenau Ffestinoig in 1978. 

The trip itself was a continuouis series 
of scenic spectaculars. In Snowdonia 
National Park are located the mountains 
of Wales and they form a purple backdrop 
for the bright colors that adorn this 
landscape. 

The little train chugs along climbing, 
climbing and clinging to the mountainside. 
At Coed-y-Bleiddiau it is at 500 feet above 
the vale floor. Clear streams gleam in the 
sun. Roads wind like ribbons below with 
nary a car in sight. Again, rhododendrons 
cover whole hillsides. Approaching 
Dduallt one sees an aquamarine lake com- 
pletely surrounded by tall, deciduous 
trees. This gem is Llyn Mair. 

Every now and then ‘‘Blanche’’ would 
sound its piercing whistle as it snaked 
around a curve, giving a longer blast than 
usual at the complete horseshoe turn. It 
was plain to see why folks on holiday take 
this train to points along the line, picnic 
and return on a later train. Assuredly a 
most relaxing experience. 

In August which is peak tourist season, 
13 trains a day run in each direction. 408,- 
000 passengers were carried in 1973 and 
the number has grown considerably during 
the past four years. 

Arriving at Dduallt we detrained and all 


trooped up to an observation point where it 
seemed we could see forever in every 
direction. Then back aboard for the trip 
back to Tan-y-Bwich where our motor- 
coach waited to take us on to Caenarvon. 

Most impressive to us in the whole per- 
formance was realizing that this 
successful venture works principally on a 
volunteer basis. The line employs only 40 
full time employees. The pride that 
prompts coping with the heavy work en- 
tailed, such as maintaining the roadbed, 
says much about the spirit of the Welsh. 

The Festinoig carries the sobriquet 
“The Most Wonderful Railway in the 
Kingdom’’. Not having been aboard the 
others we cannot judge, but all agreed it 
was wonderful. 

Next we meet the first lady Mayor of 
Caernarvon in 700 years and see where Sir 
Edmund Hillary trained his party for the 
successful assault on Mount Everest. 


The Longfellow Site, which served as 
the poet’s home from 1837 until he died in 
1882, and as George Washington’s head- 
quarters in 1775-76, is open daily, 9 to 4:30, 
at 105 Brattle St., Cambridge.

Prior to renovation, the Doherty School 
(20 years old) and the Shawsheen School 
(58 years old) suffered from inadequate 
lighting and mechanical systems, lacked 
the necessary flexibility to respond to the 
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Shawsheen School view of auditorium space.

Their simultaneous renovation took place 
over a five-month period from May to 
September of 1973, an accelerated con- 
struction shedule which allowed the An- 
dover children to start the school year 
without delay.

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Editorial Comment 


Turn The Valve On 
The Water Rates 


New water rates could be set at the next regular 
meeting of the selectmen on Sept. 12, reflecting an ef- 
fort by the board sitting as water commissioners to 
make the department as near self-sufficient as possible. 

At their conference meeting this week, the board 
reviewed proposed revisions in the rate schedule which 
would bring the revenue to within about $40,000 of a $1 
million goal. 

Following considerable discussion, administrators 
were ad ’ised to do some additional figuring in order to 
arrive at a zero-deficit operation. 

Frankly, while such a plateau may be desirable, we 
don’t think it necessary. 

The new water rates will result in a substantial in- 
crease to the average homeowner. While the cost of 
water on an annual basis may not be that great, the in- 
crease will be felt. 

What the board is attempting to do is to increase the 
rates in order to produce sufficient revenue, equally dis- 
tributed among users, to cover the cost of operating the 
water department. 

A flat rate proposal seems out of the question, since it 
would produce inequality. 

The descending scale method, in which major users, 
such as industry, pay a lower per cubic foot rate, seems 
the most equitable approach. 

What has been proposed, after considerable study and 
figuring, will result in an estimated revenue of $960,000, 
should the rates be adopted. 

Should operating costs reach the $1 million mark, this 
would result in the remainder of the funds being ob- 


To approach the goal should be sufficient and to put 
the water department as close to a business like ap- 
proach as possible has merit. | 

It evenly distributes a utility cost, probably the 
cheapest necessary public service available. 

As for the taxpayers in general picking up whatever 
deficit results seems not too much to ask. 

After all, there are many taxpayers in Andover who 
pay for public education, without actually receiving 
benefit from it. 

Public safety expenses are like insurance, paid 
because of necessity in the hopes they are not needed. 

Andover provides many services, for which fees are 
charged and which contribute toward keeping taxes 
down — such as inspection services. 


Recreational programs are provided the town, but in 
some cases, citizens are asked to assist in underwriting 
the cost through fees. 


Therefor, while we can understand the desire of the 
selectmen, sitting as water commissioners, to put that 
department on an almost self-sustaining basis, we 
would suggest they try the current rate schedule for a 
year and not seek the utopian $1 million plateau, by 
making additional adjustments. 


Water consumption will vary, almost annually, due to 
many factors, such as weather, growth of the communi- 
ty and possibly new industry coming on line. 


The Andover homeowner will be paying 71 cents for 
every 7750 gallons of water he uses, which isn’t to bad a 
cost. Why not stick with this rate for a while, along with 
the other steps on the schedule and see how near it ap- 


tained from general taxation. 
Frankly, we see nothing wrong with that.

Energy Czar in Hill Doghouse

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Carter’s energy czar, 
James Schlesinger, is un- 
popular on Capitol Hill. 
Congressmen have com- 
plained to us that he has a 
"superior attitude.” 

His reorganization team, 
for example, is drawing up 
final plans for the new 
Dept. of Energy. Yet 
Schlesinger hasn’t both- 
ered to keep Congress 
informed. 

Of course, Congress cre- 
ated the new department 
and its members don’t like 
to be kept in the dark. At 
least one private protest 
has already been lodged by 
Sen. Charles Percy, R.-Ill. 

Percy fired off a confi- 
dential letter a couple of 
weeks ago demanding to 
see copies of the reorgani- 
zation plans. So far, he 
hasn’t even received a 
response. 

Other members of Con- 
gress are threatening pri- 
vately to write similar pro- 
tests. One source told us 
Schlesinger has "too much 
power” and is keeping the 
plans "too close to his 
vest." 

A White House spokes- 
man assured us, however, 
that Percy’s letter will be 
answered and that Schles- 
inger intends to work 
closely with Congress.

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(NASA) is making a dra- 
matic attempt to commu- 
nicate with beings beyond 
our solar system. It is a 
haphazard effort — a little 
like stuffing a message ina 
bottle and casting it upon 
the ocean. 

NASA has launched a 
spacecraft, called the 
"Voyager," on a _ distant 
journey to Jupiter and 
Saturn. The ship is 
equipped with scientific in- 
struments that will take 
soundings of the two plan- 
ets. 

Then the space craft will 
push on past Pluto, the last 
planet in our solar system, 
and into deep space. Some- 
where in that vast void, an 
advanced civilization may 
be able to retrieve our 
primitive spaceship. The 
Voyager will contain a 
message for them. 

This attempt to commu- 
nicate with another world 
was the idea of Carl Sagan, 
a Cornell University 
astronomer. 

Early this year, he per- 
suaded NASA scientists to 
include a recorded mes- 
sage on the Voyager space- 
craft. The record will con- 
tain the sounds of earth — 
greetings in 60 languages, 
animal noises, samples of 
music, natural sounds of 
surf, wind and thunder. 

It’s not even likely, Sa- 
gan told us, that the Voy- 

ager will enter another

tances of space are simply 

too great. The nearest so- 
lar system is 80,000 years 
away at the speeds we are 
now able to produce: And 
the Voyager is headed in 
the wrong direction. 

Yet Sagan hopes that an 
advanced civilization has 
already mastered space 
travel. It is possible, just 
possilbe, that they could 
intercept the Voyager and 
listen to the record. 

What kind of music will 
they hear? A Sengalese 
percussion number. A 
Peruvian pan-pipe melody. 
And rock star Chuck Berry 
doing "Johnny B. Goode.” 

Peace Pact: At the begin- 
ning of his term, President 
Carter had difficulty mov- 
ing legislation through the 
House of Representatives. 
He couldn’t seem to get 
past that great grizzly 
bear, Speaker Thomas 
"Tip" O'Neill. 

Now the president has 
learned how to get along 
with O’Neill. Carter 
merely has to grant the 
favors O’Neill requests, no 
matter how trivial. 

As a result, the Con- 
sumer Protection Agency 
may be revived. It wasn’t 
given much change to pass 
Congress, but the speaker 
has now promised the 
White House privately that 
he will throw his great bulk 
behind it. 

This means the con- 
sumers may get a.break, 
thanks to the fact that 
Carter has learned how to 
handle O’Neill.

Joshua Eilberg, 
D.-Pa., whose committee 
has jurisdiction over Holtz- 
man’s bill, thinks hearings 
on it would be a waste of 
time.

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H-P Reports 


Increases 


Hewlet-Packard Company today 
reported a 23 percent increase in sales and 
a 65 percent increase in earnings for the 
Third Quarter of the Company’s fiscal 
year ended July 31. 

Sales for the Third Quarter totaled $341,- 
051,000, compared with $277,477,000 for the 
Third Quarter of Fiscal 1976. Net earnings 
amounted to $30,527,000, equal to $1.07 per 
share on 28,367,363 shares of common 
stock outstanding. 

This compares with earnings of $18,472,- 
000, equal to 65 cents per share on 27,899,- 
098 shares during last year’s Third 
Quarter. 

William R. Hewlett, HP President, said 
“the performance of every Product Group 
continued strong in the Third Quarter, and 
our incoming orders were the highest in 
the Company’s history. Orders amounted 
to $365.2 million, up 25 percent from 
orders of $291.1 million booked in the cor- 
responding period of 1976. For the nine- 
month period, orders totaled $1.06 billion, 
up 26 percent from a year ago, when 
orders were $841.8 million.”’ 

Total sales for the nine months 
amounted to $980,931,000, a 24 percent in- 
crease over sales of $792,880,000 for the 
corresponding period last year. Net ear- 
nings rose 55 percent to $88,669,000, equal 
to $3.13 per share. This compares with 
earnings of $57,319,000, equal to $2.05 per 
share during the first nine months of 1976. 

These net earnings were achieved after 
the Company had set aside approximately 
$3 million in the Third Quarter and $6 


million for the first half (previously

Hewlett said ‘‘domestic markets were 
particularly strong in the Third Quarter, 
with orders from U.S. customers amoun- 
ting to $197.7 million, up 27 percent from 
last year’s Third Quarter.

For the nine months, domestic orders 
amounted to $563.8 million, up 32 percent 
from $428.1 million. International orders 
increased 20 percent to $497.8 million. 

In a separate matter, HP Board Chair- 
man David Packard reported on the estate 
of Flora L. Hewlett, who died in February.

Sign Language 
Among Courses 


Communication Through 
Sign Language, a popular 
non-credit course taught at 
North Shore Community 
College, Beverly, is un- 
dergoing plans for expan- 
sion in the 1977-1978 school 
year. The course is es- 
pecially designed for 
teachers, social workers, 
speech therapists, and 
parents and friends of the 
hearing-impaired. 

In the fall term begin- 
ning Sept. 6, sign language 
courses will be offered on 
the beginner and in- 
termediate levels. The 
level I course teaches the 
basics of finger spelling (26 
hand positions for the cor- 
responding letters of the 
alphabet) and sisigns for 
the most common words in 
English. This course 
prepares students for 
further training in either 
American Sign Language 
(ASL) or SigningExact 
English (SEE) 


The level II course uses 
SEE to teach those who 
have taken the beginner 
course or its equivalent. 
Students will expand their 
vocabulary and have the 
opportunity to practice 
receiving signs and use 
finger spelling and signs to 
express themselves. 


All courses are taught at 
the Beverly School for the 
Deaf by school staff 
members. The level I 
course has been divided 
into two sections: Monday 
nights at 7 and Wednesday 
nights at 6:30. The level II 
course will be held 
Wednesday evenings at 
6:30. All sections meet for 
a total of eight weeks. 

In the spring, an ad- 
ditional class will be added 
on the intermediate level. 

The fall sign language 
courses are just a few of 
the more than 80 non-credit 
classes offered through the 
college’s Division of Con- 
tinuing Education and 
Community Services. The 
fall selection is unusually 
broad, including subjects 


such as antiques, Italian 
cooking, basketball, folk 
guitar and keypunch train- 
ing. Twenty new courses 
have been added, some of 
which are held at the 
college’s newest extension 
center, Masconomet 
Regional High School in 
the Topsfield/Boxford 
area.

The flat rate of 71 cents for all users 
would approach that figure according to 
estimates of the administrators, but would 
not be an equitable manner if apportioning 
the costs to users. 


The new rates would result in those at 
the lowest spot on the scale, minimum 
users, having an annual increase of about 
one dollar. 

The other rates would reflect an in- 
crease from 56 cents to 71 cents for the 
Class II user — the average homeowner, 
who provides about 40 per cent of the 
revenue for the department. 

Class II users — commercial or light in- 
dustrial — would go from 50 cents to 62 
cents and Class IV — industrial — would

McQuade told the board that this scale 
would result in an estimated $961,000 in 
revenue, or about $40,000 short of the goal 
sought by the selectmen. 

McQuade said that the flat rate of 71 
cents would not result in the department 
reaching its $1 million goal. 

Some selectmen suggested that ad- 
justing the figures in the second and fourth 
classes, could result in getting to that 
goal, but McQuade noted that there are 
other factors to consider.

School Bells Chime 


Again On Thursday 


Andover school bells will chime once 
again next Thursday morning, Signalling 
the beginning of another 180 days of lear- 
ning for local youngsters. 

Regular schedules will start bright and 
early, with high school pupils due in their 
homerooms by the final bell at 7:45 a.m. 
Belltime at the junior highs is 7:35 a.m. 
and at the elementary Schools, 8:30 a.m. 

Homeroom assignments for high school 
pupils, as well as East Jr. High 8th and 9th 
graders and West Jr. High 9th graders, 
appear in today’s TOWNSMAN. 
Homerooms for West 7th and 8th graders 
and East 7th graders were mailed out 
recently in letters to parents. 

High school Sophomores and seventh 
graders will have gotten a one-day jump 
on their friends, by appearing at their 
schools for orientation Wednesday from 9 


a.m. to noon. The morning will include a 
“dry run’”’ of their schedules and a few 
words of wisdom from school officials. 
Riders are to be at their bus stops at 8:15 
a.m. and they’ll be picked up at the 
schools about 12. 

Regular bus routes also appear in 
today’s paper, and Transportation Assis- 
tant Sam Arcidy notes that in an effort to 
economize, the schools will not furnish 
any late bus transportation for Grades 7 
through 12 this year. That decision was 
made by the school committee last spring. 

Teachers will also have had a head 
start, convening at 9 a.m. Tuesday in East 
Jr. High Auditorium to hear Supt. Kenneth 
R. Seifert launch their school year. They’ll 
then retire to their respective buildings 
for additional faculty meetings and 
classroom preparations. 


Traditional 
Expands 

Once again one of the biggest changes is 
in the traditional school, which is going 
into its second year much enlarged. 
Whereas there was one class for each 
grade level last year, there will be two 
traditional classes for each grade, except 
Sixth at West Elementary this year. 

To make room for the expansion, Prin- 
cipal Eugene Frulla notes that some of the 
special education classes have been mov- 
ed to other schools. 

The system also once again starts the 
school year minus a Number 2 man, 
Associate Supt. Harry Westcott having 
taken over the superintendency of a school

With the beginning of another school 
year parents are urged to instruct their 
children on the contents of the Andover 
School Bus Code as adopted by the An- 
dover School Committee. 

Students who violate this code, violate 
the rights of other students on the bus and 
possibly subject these students to undue 
safety hazards. Everyone shares equally 
in the responsibility of maintaining proper 
discipline and safety on the school buses. 


Students 


1. Only authorized students may ride the 
bus. 

2. Obey the driver in all matters per- 
taining to the operation of the school bus. 
The bus driver is the representative of 
parents and teachers and is directly 
responsible for the safety of each student 
on his bus. 

3. Exercise courtesy towards others 
while loading, riding and leaving the bus. 

4. Arrive at the bus stop on time and 
wait for the bus on the curb or shoulder off 


5. Cross highways and streets only in 
front of the bus. Move away from the front 
bumper of the bus approximately 6 - 8 feet 


~ so the bus driver can observe your cross- 


ing. Do not run or dash into street or roads 
without looking both ways even though the 
bus driver has traffic stopped. 

6. Avoid trespassing on private property 
and being nosy. 

7. Board the bus in an orderly manner 
when the bus has come to a full stop and 
the driver has opened the door. 

8. Take your seat promptly and if you 
must stand, grasp a seat bar firmly. 

9. Assignment of seats is left to the dis- 
cretion of the bus driver and/or school 
authorities. However, if seat assignments 
are made compliance is mandatory. 

10. Remain seated until the bus comes to 
a full stop, then leave in an orderly 
manner. 

11. Allow standees off first once the 
school bus has come to a full stop. 

12. Do Not Talk to the driver while the 
bus is in motion.

13. Avoid actions that might distract the 
driver and result in a serious accident. 

14. Keep your voice low, no shouting, 
whistling, rough housing, pushing, fighting 
or throwing objects. 

15. Do not extend arms or any other 
parts of your body out the windows. Do not 
throw any objects or spit out the bus win- 
dows. 

16. Do not smoke on the bus. 

17. Ask the driver’s permission before 
opening the windows. 

18. Help keep the bus clean and report 
anything damaged in the bus to the driver. 
Do not eat or chew gum on the bus. 

19. Keep books/bundles out of the aisles 
and do not carry heavy objects on the bus 
that might cause injury to other students. 
If you carry small animals on the bus for 
school projects, you are responsible for 
their containment while en route to and 
from school. 

20. Ride your assigned bus and do not 
ask the driver to make unauthorized stops 
unless written permission is received 
from your parent and agreement is reach- 
ed between the principal and bus driver. 

21. Report any violation of these rules to 
your bus proctor, the bus driver or your 
teacher. 

22. Violation of the above rules may 
result in suspension of your bus riding 
privilege. 


Accident Procedure 

1. Keep calm and follow the directions of 
the bus driver. Stay in your seat until the 
bus driver tells you what action to take. 

A. Do not touch any emergency equip- 
ment until told by the driver. 

B. In case of fire, leave the bus in an 
orderly manner and move to the nearest 
exit away from the fire. 

2. If the driver is injured and unable to 
move, notify the nearest adult or contact 
the police or fire department on the 
nearest phone. 

3. Report any injuries to yourself or 
other students to the driver.

(Continued from A-1) 
district in New Hampshire. 

The major curriculum addition at the 
high school this year is the Night School, 
run in conjunction with the Vocational 
Technical High School, so pupils can take 
advantage of both. 

Another change is the addition of Ger- 
man to the Language Department. 

Required study skills and pleasure 
reading programs have been added to the 
7th and 8th grade curricula at West 
Elementary. According to Principal 
William E. Hart, reading skills will be 
supervised by core team teachers and will 
be geared individually to students depen- 
ding on their reading levels and in con- 
junction with other courses where possi- 
ble. 

For pleasure reading, each room will be 
equipped with paperback books approved 
by the head of the reading department and 
the librarian, and the youngsters will 
delve into them for one period a week. 


High School 


Roof Accepted 

The biggest news in the buildings 
department is that nearly a year after the 
work began, the high school roof has been 
termed ‘‘acceptable.’’ Plant Engineer Al 
Hart took a close look at the roof last week 
with Jim Razzaboni, inspector of Simpson, 
Gumpertz & Heger which drew up the new 
roof plans, two representatives of the 
Thomas Construction Co., and Ralph 
Couture, senior custodian at the high 
school. 

Hart said they are ready to issue the 
final payment for the reroofing job, and 
that the ‘‘guarantee period’ will now 
start. The contractor guarantees construc- 


‘tion for a period of two years. Hart said, 


and the Town Manager’s office is inten- 
ding to buy a 20 year bond to cover the 
materials. 


Evening 
School 


Registration for Evening School will be 
held on Thursday, Sept. 8, 7 p.m. in the 
Large Group room at the Andover High 
School. 


Asst. Principal Wilbur Hixon noted that 
after last Wednesday’s heavy downpours, 
there were no leaks, ‘‘and that’s a good 
sign.” 

‘‘We’re sick of buckets around here,’’ he 
said. 

In additional to ‘‘the usual’’ thorough 
cleaning done over the summer in all the 
schools — stripping down and waxing 
floors, shampooing carpets, washing down 
furniture — all the gym floors have been 
redone, roof repairs have been made in all 
schools, plus some painting, paving 
repairs, landscaping, locker repairs, and 
the like. 

New aluminum entrance doors have 
been installed in the high school gym- 
nasium, the parking lot extended to takein 
about 54 more cars, and the music depart- 
ment ‘‘spruced up’ with additional 
lighting and paint. Masonry work has been 
done on the East Jr. High steps, new con- 
crete block partitions installed in the 
kindergarten area at Doherty School, and 
stage curtains replaced at South. 

The maintenance department also mov- 
ed facilities for the physically han- 
dicapped from West Elementary to San- 
born, providing special toilet facilities and 
ramp, and changing the width of the doors 
in former kindergarten space. 


Perhaps the greatest improvements, 
Hart said, were made in the mechanical 
equipment, with thorough maintenance 
done on boilers, unit heaters and ventila- 
tion systems. He said much of the work 
was done with in-house labor, at a con- 
siderable savings to the town, and he add- 
ed that it had been a ‘‘monumental 
problem to bring some of these ‘‘up to 
snuff.”’ 

But, he said, it was quite satisfying to 
know that we’re going into another heating 
season with equipment all up to date.

Increased 

Increasing parking at the high school 
brings the total spaces for pupils up to 
about 100, but Asst. Principal Wilbur Hix- 
on notes that in order to use them, pupils 
must get stickers from the school by 
presenting their licenses and 
registrations.
